HOW  TO  PLANT  BULBS 


Plant  all  fall  bulbs  as  soon  as  they  can  be  secured. 

Drainage  is  essential.  Dig  the  soil  deeply — 18 
inches  if  possible.  Pulverize  and,  if  heavy,  place  a 
cushion  of  sand  under  the  larger  bulbs,  especially 
lilies. 

Use  no  barnyard  manure  unless  it  can  be  spaded 
into  the  ground  the  spring  previous  to  planting. 
Bone-meal  is  the  only  safe  fertilizer  and  should  be 
used  freely. 

If  planting  with  a dibber,  take  care  that  the  bulb 
rests  on  the  soil  and  is  not  “hung” — that  is,  left  with 
a hole  beneath  it  caused  by  the  point  of  the  dibber. 

Lilies,  especially  the  Japanese  varieties,  usually 


arrive  too  late  to  be  planted  before  November. 
Cover  the  place  selected  for  them  with  a heavy 
mulch  so  the  ground  will  not  freeze  and  plant  the 
lilies  at  once  when  received.  If  the  ground  is  frozen, 
wait  until  spring  and  plant  as  early  as  the  ground 
can  be  worked. 

Plant  bulbs,  as  a rule,  one  and  a half  times  their 
depth;  early  tulips  4 to  5 inches  deep;  the  larger  late 
tulips  5 to  6 inches  deep;  narcissus  and  hyacinths  5 
to  6 inches  deep;  lilies  6 inches  deep;  crocuses  and 
small  bulbs  2 inches  deep. 

Mulch  late-planted  bulbs  after  the  ground  freezes, 
to  keep  it  frozen  and  prevent  thawing  and  heaving. 


DEPTH  BULBS  SHOULD  BE 
PLANTED 

Many  of  our  customers  are  frequently  puzzled 
to  know  the  proper  depth  and  distance  apart  at 
which  bulbs  should  be  planted.  The  accompany- 
ing diagram  conveys  the  information  much  more 
clearly  and  briefly  than  any  description  could. 
The  chart  will  bear  careful  study.  Outdoor  plant- 
ing should  be  done  early  in  the  fall  to  secure 
healthy  plants,  vigorous  foliage,  and  beautiful 
flowers.

To  brighten  the  spring  landscape  of  your  tree  parks,  the 
bulbs  should  be  planted  not  later  than  September  in  our  northern 
latitude.

HOW  TO  PLANT. — Lift  the  turf  with  a long-handled  spade  and  before  re- 
moving the  spade  throw  some  bulbs  under;  then  remove  spade,  letting  the  soil 
fall  on  the  bulbs,  after  which  stamp  the  earth  firmly  over  the  bulbs.  Plant  now. 
Blooms  next  spring.
